POCAHONTAS  SUPPLY  CO.r  CASS,  W .  Va  ■  (Pocahontas  County) 

By  Bill  Williams,  Catalog  Committee  Chairman 

Tokens  from  Pocahontas  Supply  Company  can  be  considered  to  be  both  Coal 
and  Lumber  scrip.  The  following  documentation  was  abstracted  from  the 
book  "Tumulut  On  The  Mountain"  by  Roy  B.  Clarkson,  published  in  1964. 

While  it  pertains  primarily  to  lumbering  in  West  Virginia,  it  also  has 
information  about  coal  mines  which  were  owned  by  the  lumbering  Company. 

The  town  of  Cass  was  built  in  1900  as  a  construction  camp  by  S.  £.  Slay- 
maker,  when  he  started  building  a  standard  guage  railroad  up  Le&therbark 
Creek.  The  railroad  was  to  be  used  to  transport  logs  from  the  upper  levels 
of  Cheat  Mountain  and  surrounding  areas,  down  to  the  mill.  The  railroad 
wa 8  known  as  the  Greenbrier  Cheat  and  Elk  R.R. 

In  1902,  the  W.V. Spruce  Lumbar  Co  constructed  a  large  double  band  sawmill 
at  the  mouth  of  Leatherbark  Creek.  In  the  same  year,  the  town  was  incorp¬ 
orated  as  Cass,  W.Va.  It  was  named  for  Joseph  K.  Cass,  Chairman  od  the 
Board  of  W.V.  Pulp  &  Paper  Co.  The  mill's  first  cut  was  made  on  2-12-02. 

In  a  few  years,  it  contained  a  large  company  store  known  as  Pocahontas 
Supply  Co,  a  hotel,  two  schools,  three  churches,  and  numereous  other 
commercial  buildings,  plus  400  Company  owned  dwellings  and  a  number  of 
private  homes. 

1910 

About/the  mill  ownership  was  transferred  to  the  W.V.  Pulp  &  Paper  Co.. 

In  1942  it  was  sold  to  Mower  Lumber  Co.,  who  operated  it  until  July  1, 
1960,  when  operations  ceased. 

The  railroad  and  equipment  consisted  of  65  miles  of  track,  12  Shay  loco¬ 
motives,  over  100  standard  40'  flat  cars,  a  machine  shop,  foundry  and 
repair  shop.  At  the  peak  of  operations  the  company  cut  35  million  feet 

of  lumber  each  year  and  shipped  44  cars  of  pulpwcod  daily  to  W.V.  Pulp  & 
Paper  company  in  Covington,  VA. 

The  Company  built  the  town  of  Spruce  alomg  the  railroad  at  an  elevation 
of  3853  feet.  North  of  Spruce,  the  company  operated  five  coal  mines. 

Their  production  was  used  to  supply  fuel  for  the  trains,  skidders,  and 
loaders  and  other  equipment  operated  by  the  company.  Coal  also  was 
sold  on  the  local  market. 

When  the  mill  closed  in  i960,  most  of  the  track,  skidders,  loaders, 
engines  and  other  equipment  was  sold  for  junk,  and  the  town  began  to 
fade  away.  But  in  1962,  the  State  of  W.V.  purchased  12  miles  of  track, 
three  Shay  Engines,  10  Flatcar*,  four  Camp  Cars,  a  Water  Tank,  the  mach¬ 
ine  Shop  and  Shop  Equipment.  In  L963,  the  railroad  was  renovated,  re¬ 
named  the  Cass  Scenic  Railroad,  and  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
began  its  operation  as  a  scenic  trip  for  tourist.  In  the  first  season 
of  73  days,  22,956  passengers  paid  to  ride  the  train.  The  book  doeonot 
say  so,  but  it  is  presumed  the  tourist  facilities  are  still  operating. 

» 

Although  the  Company  primarily  was  a  Lumber  and  Pulpwood  operation,  it 
did  operate  Coal  Mines  to  fuel  operations  snd  sell  locally.  The  Poca¬ 
hontas  Supply  Co  was  built  and  owned  by  the  Lumber  Company,  and  for 
many  years  supplied  the  company  employees  and  neighboring  farms  with 
canned  goods,  salt,  feed,  fertiliser,  nails,  shoes  and  other  essentials. 

It,  therefore,  can  be  considered  that  the  tokens  issued  by  the  Company 
as  Pocahontas  Supply  Co.  can  be  listed  as  both  coal  &  Lumber  scrip. 


This,  my  final  issue  as  Editor  of  "SCRIP  TALK",  is  a  very  dif¬ 
ficult  chore  for  me.  The  Janitor  and  I  have  enjoyed  the  task 
of  preparing  this  epistle  for  the  past  twenty-eight  years. 
(The  first  issue  was  in  July  of  1966  and  has  continued  since 
except  for  a  couple  of  years  when  Fred  Lange  issued  a  bulletin. ) 
I  have  enjoyed  (?)  the  many,  many  hours  of  typing,  preparing 
the  stencils,  running  the  mimeograph,  folding  pages,  inserting 
in  envelopes,  etc.  for  the  1 , 670  collectors  who  have  been  "in 
and  out"  as  members  of  NSCA  over  the  years.  My  best  regards 
to  the  new  Editor  (unknown  to  me  as  I  prepare  this). 

Now,  I  look  forward  to  the  new  task  of  conducting  Mail  Auction 
sales  of  coal,  lumber  and  other  raise,  tokens  as  an  individual 
dealer.  I  hope  to  have  the  first  sale  in  the  mail  shortly  after 
the  May  NSCA  convention.  As  in  the  past  sales,  the  format  will 
be  about  the  same.  I  hope  to  have  about  200  lots  in  each  sale 
and  the  computer  will  be  used  to  list  all  lots,  enter  all  bids, 
prepare  all  invoices  and  mailing  labels,  provide  a  print-out 
for  each  consignor,  etc. 

Too,  we  will  be  aggressive  buyers  of  tokens  at  shows  and  will 
be  seeking  consignments  from  YOU  of  higher  rarity  tokens  for 
the  mail  sales.  If  you  would  like  to  discuss  this »  I  look 
forward  to  hearing  from  you .  The  normal  20%  selling  commission 
will  continue  and  there  will  be  a  postage  charge  only  for  items 
that  do  not  sell  in  event  you  want  a  " minimum  bidm  for  par¬ 
ticular  lots .  Too,  we  would  ask  that  you  list  each  lot  in  the 
consignment  using  the  same  format  that  has  been  used  for  listing 
the  lots  in  the  past  NSCA  Mail  sales. 

And,  I  want  to  thank  the  many,  many  who  have  written  asking 
to  have  their  names  placed  on  our  new  mailing  lists.  I  espe¬ 
cially  want  to  send  a  special  nthank  you"  to  the  many  who  wrote 
letters  and  notes  regarding  the  changes  being  made  in  NSCA 
at  the  present  time.  I  will  not  have  time  to  answer  each  letter 
personally  but  want  you  to  know  that  I  sincerely  appreciate 
your  comments,
